conditions are by no means confined ■ 
to that particular branch of the ui 
dustry. 
For this the congress of the Unit­ 
ed States has provided rewards and i 
encouragements in the protective du-' 
ties, or bounties, rising from 50 to ' 
100 per cent of the 
protected pro j 
duct. This is what is called, in the 1 
republican national platform, regiilat* 
ing the tariff in accordance with the 
differences in 
wages, 
conditions of j 
labor and cost of production In this | 
country and in Europe. Such is the * 
theory upon which is forged the lat­ 
est scheme 
of 
protection 
In the 
Paye-Aldrich act. 
For the concrete results go to the 
Bethlehem steel 
works 
and 
other 
plants, v/hich afford practical illus­ 
tration of the beauty and excellence 
of the system. 
But will it be said that the systom* 
Js a fraud or a failure? By no means, 
SO far as concerns the beneficiaries 
of all protective tariffs. 
Tbe fortu­ 
nate few 
are 
enabled 
to 
ga ther 
spoils beyond the dreams of avarice 
by exploitation 
of consumers 
and 
producers, in levying upon the foi'- 
mer the high 
pfrices 
and wringing 
from the latter the utmost amount 
of labor at the lowest wages. 
Who will pretend, then, with tbe 
Bethlehem picture before 
him, that 
the latest tariff Is not a great suc­ 
cess from the trusts* angle of vis-- 
ion, or that such artists as Aldrich, 
Cannon and Payne 
are mere 
dab­ 
sters in protective legislation.

mou s safe wizard, who died a few 
days 
ago 
at 
Au stin, Texas, 
pos­ 
sessed knowledge that 
might 
have 
tempted a less honest man 
to 
en­ 
rich 
himself 
at 
the expense 
of 
others, he lived and died a relatively 
poor man. 


Throu ghou t 
his 
life 
he 
demon­ 
strated that there was no safe, loc 
or combination that cou ld withstand 
him, and there was not a 
safe 
or 
vau lt that stood not open 
to 
him 
wdthou t the cru de methods of 
the 
safe blower. 
Tn operating a safe to which the 
'omtaination had been forgotten, or 
n which the mechanism of the lock 
lad gone w^oiig, Assman never de- 
vended on ru les or his sight, tou ch 
and hearing su pplying him iiivaria- 
dy with the key. 
This remarkable fact 
he 
demon- 
itrated many times. His method in 
opening a combination lock seemed 
extremely simple. 
Sitting before the 
safe or vau lt be W'ou ld tu rn the knob 
iniil the lock w'OTild act. 
It was his 
)oast that he needed 
no 
tools 
to 
^pcn any safe in the cou ntry as long 
's no tools had been u sed in closing 
it. His services were in constant de­ 
mand all over the sou th and sou th­ 
west. 
On one occasion the great vau lt of 
he New* Orleans siib-treasu ry cou ld 
ot he opened, for the reason that a 
part 
of 
its 
lock 
mechanism 
had 
failed. 
After making every effort to 
open it the treasu ry officials finally 
sent for Assman, w*ho su cceeded in 
‘pening it in a very short time. 
Before Assman left the vau lt he in­ 
qu ired as to his compensation, which 
he thou ght shou ld amou nt to $1,500 
'Phis su m, how'ever. w^as 
flatly 
re­ 
fu sed him, and withou t 
saying 
an 
other word the safe 
wizard 
swu ng 
the hu ge door back into place, leav­ 
ing the officials to gape in amaze­ 
ment. 
Since there was no 
one 
to 
open the door, Assman was arrested 
shortly afterwards 
for 
interfering 
with the property of the government 
The case was tried as soon as this 
cou ld be done, and, the law being to 
some extent on the side of the safe 
expert, 
an 
agreement 
was 
made 
whereby he was to get the su ra of 
$500 and all expenses for his serv­ 
ices. 
Assman then opened the safe 
and pu t the lock in order. 
As a ru le he W'as able to tell ex­ 
actly when the door wou ld open and 
had he been criminally inclined not 
an u ngu arded safe in 
the 
cou ntry 
w'ou ld have been secu re.
